But by detaining them 
without any Examinations but the Shop-Books and ct/er 
Accomnts, it is very evidenc that the Craft/man would 
infinuate, that the Perfons were not examined, on 
purpole that they might be detained in Cuftody, which 
is a grofs Mifreprefengation, anda defigned Impofition 
on the Publick. 

Tue two next Allegations muft likewife in their 
own Nature, be exactly of the fame Stamp, and as 
wide a Deviation from the Truth as the former. 

H1 complains, firlt, That the Houle where the Paper 
was printed was jbut up by Authority, But why does 
not he tell us by what Authority? [hat proper Care 
might be taken by fecuring the Doors and Avenues 
out of the Houfe, to prevent any feditious or treafon- 
able Papers from being carried away or fecreted, I 
readily believe, and the Perfons imploy’d to fearch 
for fuch Papers, would not have done their Dury, if 
they had neglected or omitted to take thofe Precau- 
tions : But is fuch a Proceeding as this, to be called, 
Shutting up a Heufe by Autherity ? 1s this a fair Repre- 
fenration of the Matter ? Would uot any oncimagine, 
by his manner of relating this Affair, that the Go- 
vernment had, in an arbitrary and illegal Manner, 
ordered the Houf- to be fhut up, and every Body to 
be turned out of Doors thar was in it, and to have 
no Accefs to it any more ; and yer is not this vaftly 
wide of the Truth? What Credic therefore ought a 
Man to have, who cares not what Falthoods he ad- 
vances, provided it will bur ferve his prefent Purpofe. 

Hrs next and laft Complaint is, that the Horkmen 
avere obliged to procure extraordinary Bail. 

Extraordinary Bail is undoubtedly a Hardfhip ; bur 
what may be extraordinary Bail in one Cafe, may not 
be fo in another ; it depends intirely upon the Nature 
and Circumftances of the Cafe; and furely higher 
Bail is to be infifted om for a Libel of this enormous 
Kind, than for a common Trefpafs or Affault: Bur 
fince he complains to the Publick of being obliged to 
procure extraordinary Bail, why does he not youchfafe 
to let the Publick know what Bail was demanded from 
him, that they ns | judge whether it was extraordi- 
nary or no?
